C.P.R. AWARDS 


Many Seca to be Built in the 
West this Year 


TWO FIRMS GET THE WORK 


The J. D. McArthur C Company and hes 
Welch and Stewart Will do Greatest 
Part of the Construction 


Winnipeg, March | 23.—Contracts 
which will involve the expenditure of 
millions of dollars, were let by the 
Canadian Pacific Railway yesterday 
through assistant Chief Engineer], i. 
Schwitzer. 

In the farther West most of the new 
work of the year will be done by I*o- 
ley, Welch and Stewart, and nearer to 
Winnipeg it is expected’ that almost 
all the contracts will gq to J, D. Me- 
Arthur. In Alberta the Kipp exten- 
sion will be built by Foley, Welch and 
Stewart. This line will be continued 
until a junction is effected with the 
Calgary-Macleod branch. ; 

The extension of the Langdon 
branch will also be huilt by the Foley, 
Welch and Stewart firm. This exten- 
sion or spur leaves the Langdon 
branch at dvricanna and runs in a 
southeasterly direction, the intention 
being to afford facilities to the large 
numbers locating in the irrigation belt. 
The Weyburn extension will be 
built by the J. D. McArthur company, 
and the expectation is that this com- 
pany will remain on this work for sev- 
eral years, until the line is built 
through towards Lethbridge. Only 25 
miles will be completed this year. he 
J. D. McArthur company will also 
build the Outlook extension, This’ is 
a oo-mile job, the work beginning on 
the north side of the Saskatchewan 
and continuing until the point is reach- 
ed where the road branehes off to 
Macklin. 

No announcement was made with 
reference to the contract for the con- 
struction of the jine from Regina to 
Colonsay. It is understood that the 
order for the building of a line from 
Regina to Griffin has been withdrawn. 
The Grand Trunk Pacific are to build 
a line through the same territory, and 
it is stated that for this reason the 
C.P.R. did not receive the privilege of 
prior rights being obtained by the new 
road. ‘Tenders are called for the dou- 
ble tracking from Winnipeg to Por- 
tage, but the contract has not been 
awarded.
